treasured relic, ad, therefore, 
buried along with other’ things 
whose value may well have been’ 
sentimental rather than intrinsic. - 


And now that the more detailed 
photographs are coming here, it is - 
plainthat the present, fashionable 

acque or long buttontess style was 
a vogue’ 3000 years ago.’ Perhaps 
more astonishing still-is the dis~
